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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 24-26, 28-30, 32-44 are pending. The Amendment filed 5/13/02, amended claim 
24 and cancelled claims 27, 31 and 45-46. 

Election/Restrictions 

The amendment filed on 5/13/02, Paper No. 15, amending all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP 
§ 821.03). The claims, as amended, are not readable on the elected invention. 

The Examiner respectfully directs Applicant to 37 CFR 1.145 — Subsequent Presentation 
of Claims for Different Inventions. If, after an office action on an application, the applicant 
presents claims directed to an invention distinct from and independent of the invention 
previously claimed, the applicant will be required to restrict the claims to the invention 
previously claimed if the amendment is entered, subject to reconsideration and review as 
provided in section 1.143 and 1.144. 

The Examiner respectfully points out that Applicant's amendment to claim 1 results in 
claims directed to an invention distinct from and independent of the invention previously 
claimed. In Paper No. 13, filed, 1/2/02, Applicant elected a species, wherein R2=CH3 and 
R4=CH3. Applicant's amendment to claim 1, filed 5/13/02, requires R4 and/or R2 to be - 
(CX2)nX or X, which are halogens or halogenated compounds. The Examiner respectfully 
points out that a compound, such as the one claimed in the instant invention, comprising a 
methyl group at R2 and R4 is patentably distinct from the same compound comprising a 
halogen/halogenated group at R2 and R4. Hence, Applicant has presented claims to a different 
invention. See MPEP 819 and 821.03. 
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Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply, 
applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS,- whichever is 
longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the omission or correction in 
order to avoid abandonment.
